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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that WO 99/14972 does not 
teach subsequent to the step determining, a first MS of the plurality of MSs that should begin a soft handoff via a second outbound link 
with an adjacent base site. However, Examiner respectfully disagrees with the argument because WO 99/14972 teaches subsequent to 
the determining, a first MS of the plurality of MSs that begin a soft handoff via a second outbound link with an some base stations 
(adjacent base site) based on the estimation of interference power measurements, col. 12 lines 30-35. WO 99/14972 teaches handoff 
from which the MS simultaneously connects to several base stations during the handoff, page 1 lines 15-20 and page 11 lines 10-13, in 
the environment of third generation UMTS, col. 2 lines 15-18 (type of soft handoff). Applicant argues that WO 99/14972 does not teach 
that the determining a MS which should begin a soft handoff before indicating the identity of the second outbound link. However, 
Examiner respectfully disagrees with the argument because WO 99/14972 teaches determining a MS that begin a soft handoff before 
indicating the identity frequency of the second outbound link, page 1 lines 15-20.. 
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
